The College has just announced 
the opening of a graduate level 
program for the preparation of 
vocational rehabilitation coun- 
selors to work with the deaf. 
Norman Tully has been named 
project director. 

Sponsored by a grant from the 
Region III Office of the Rehabili- 
tation Services Administration, 
the program will prepare rehabili- 
tation specialists in deafness 
for placement in existing, ex- 
panding and projected agencies, 
facilities and programs serving 
deaf clients. 

The two-year program leads to 
a Masters of Arts degree and is 
designed to include extensive 
practicum and internship opportun- 
ities.

WFD POSTSCRIPT 

Few of us were probably aware 
that Will Madsen of our Sign 
Language Programs sponsored an 
orientation and sign language 
classes for employees of the 
Washington Hilton Hotel in prepara- 
tion for the World Congress late 
this summer. 

Lee Conlon, the hotel sales 
manager, included the following 
remarks in a recent letter which 
we thought were worth sharing: 

"Those classes gave a large 
number of the employees at the 
Washington Hilton a great empathy 
toward the problems of deafness, 
and to deaf people themselves. As 
you told us, deafness is an invis- 
ible handicap, and few of us 
gave much thought to it until you 
showed us that we were ignoring 
many people in our population. 

Our new awareness will lead some 
into intensive sign language train- 
ing, some into working with the 
deaf, some will simply be more 
understanding. None of us are 
likely to say ‘never mind’ when a 
deaf person cannot understand our 
speech."
